supposed and that the officers and crew
were acquainted with the fact

Five feet of hose of the General
rilocum was recovered from the wreck
yesterday morning by Diver Tultoch and
turned over to Coroner to serve
as evidence at the inquest on Monday
The hose was burned at both ends and on
a fold in as though it had never
t n unreeled The hose is a 2nch can
vaa tube without any rubber lining what-
ever

Former Fire Marshal who examined
the section of hose said that while It might
Mrve its purpose If an attempt had been
made to use it in the case of the Slocum it

would be seriously defective if the hose
had to be used at any considerable range
He said
